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A knock on the door, a quick greeting 
andthe simple service provided by Meals On 
Wheels is over. 

Quietly and quickly, Meals On Wheels 
volunteers perform their task five times 
each week in Upland. 

While the service — a nourishing hot 
meal at a low cost — is simple for the 
volunteers to provide, it fills a need that all 
of their clients would find hard to do on 
their own. 

“It’s just one of those things you don’t 
do,” said Betsie Petre, an elderly Upland 
resident who resides in a small mobile 
home. 

Petre's inability to prepare hot meals 
could keep her from eating nutritious food. 
Because of that, Meals On Wheels 
Coordinator Al Voak knows why such an 
organization is needed. 

“There are many people who are unable 
to fix meals for themselves,” Voak 
explained. 

The concept of Meals On Wheels was 
imported from England, where it had 
enjoyed wide success. Voak said the 
Upland-Ontario group was formed after 
observing a similar operation in Pasadena 
in 1973. 

Seven local cities now have a Meals On 
Wheels. 

Voak was part of the founding of the 
Upland-Ontario Meals On Wheels 
organization and is a past president. 
Currently his day-to-day work as 
coordinator involves answering mail, 
scheduling delivery routes, bookkeeping 
and other functions. 

Like all Meals On Wheels workers, Voak 
receives nothing more than personal 
satisfaction for his efforts. 

“Our volunteers — which we never seem 
to have enough — drive their own cars 
around,’ said Voak. The drivers are not even 
reimbursed for mileage. 

“People (volunteers) feel they are doing a 
service,” Voak continued. 

Most of the volunteers, who serve one 
day a week, come from church or civic 
groups. Some do it, Voak said because of 
the feeling of camaraderie. 

“It’s something to do,” he said. 

Naomi Zimmerman, who has volunteered 
once a week for 11 years, agreed with Voak. 

“It does make you feel more fortunate. 
especially when you go on deliveries,” 
Zimmerman said. 

The non-profit group must charge a fee 
since the few donations it receives won’t 
cover operating costs, Voak explained and 
Meals On Wheels’ clients receive one hot 


meal a day, at lunch time. 

Beyond that, Voak said his clients have to 
“survive the best they can.” 

“All we’re doing is giving them one good, 
balenced meal a day,’’ Voak said. 

Pat Busch, who coordinates a team of 
volunteers in packing the food for delivery, 
said that, while some clients have to fend 
for themselves between deliveries, most get 
by. 

“Most of the people have somebody 
else,”’ Busch said. And, “the meal for many 
of these older people is enough for two 
meals.” 

Meais are prepared at San Antonio 
Hospital, picked up each day by volunteers 
and taken to Upland First Presbyterian 
Church where they are packaged. 

Packaging the meals for Upland’s 20 
customers turns into an assembly line as 
each volunteer readies the meals for 
delivery. 

The whole operation is accomplished 
with Army-like precision, taking only two 
hours from the opening of the first paper 
sack until the last meal is delivered. Busch 
explained that each worker understands his 
or her role. 

“Some of the girls usually package the 
desserts; others serve. | put the lids on,” 
Busch laughed. 

The menu is determined by the hospital, 
which follows a regular four-week rotation. 
Voak said he has received few complaints 
about the food — which is basic hospital 
fare. 

“San Antonio has a reputation of putting 
out good food,” Voak said. 

Busch agreed, adding that she thought 
the dinners would probably become routine 
after a while. \ 

Any person with a disability can apply for 
Meais On Wheels. Requests from people of 
all ages are considered, Voak said, adding 
that the disability requirement is waived for 
those over 90. Requests are screened by 
Voak. “If a doctor recommends it, then we 
don’t question it any,” Voak said. 

Demand for the service is always high, 
Voak said. Because of that demand, Voak is 
searching for “half a dozen or so” extra or 

substitute volunteers. 

“A lot of people do it for a while then they 
get tired of it,’ Voak noted. Busch said 
summer vacation brings an additional need 
for substitute volunteers. 

“The summertime is bad, with people 
coming and going,” Busch said.

Jan Kruger hopes her work with Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving will end someday. 

She says she will gladly end her work there are no 
more fatal traffic accidents involving drunk drivers 
and there are tougher drunk driving jaws. 

But with an estimated 25,000 deaths each year 
resulting from alcohol related traffic accidents in the 
nation, the prospects of Kruger stopping her work 
soon are slim. 

Because of that, she remains a willing participant 
in MADD’s battle against drunk drivers. 

Kruger joined the MADD army after a drunk driver 
killed her niece and the girl’s fiance on Mother’s Day, 
1982. Stricken by the tragedy, she searched for ways 
to work through what she called “the grief process.” 

“| got to thinking, how can this happen,”’said 
Kruger, an Upland resident who is a learning 
disability aide at Sycamore School, 

She emphasized it often takes such tragedy 
before people consider joining MADD. 

“! don’t think one realizes what the feeling is until 
it happens to your family,” said Kruger. 

Kruger said about 75 percent of MADD’s members 
join after a loved one is killed. At that point, Kruger 
said, the “senselessness” of the crime becomes 
apparent. 

After joining MADD, Kruger became aware of the 
need for alocal association of members. She found 
there were local people interested in forming a MADD 
group apart from the organization’s Los Angeles and 
Orange County chapters — both too distant for West 


Valley residents. 


Covering the vast area from ‘‘Paim Springs to 
Pasadena,” the local group meets monthly at Upland 
First Presbyterian Church and is affiliated with 


Orange County’s chapter. 


The local group, Kruger said, is not yet a true 
chapter since it lacks full-time office staff. 

In a way, Kruger said, the group has a watchdog 
function. It ke2ps tabs on drunk driving cases as they 
proceed through the courts — acting as a buffer 
between the justice system and the families of 


victims. 


“A lot of people don’t know what happens,” 
Kruger explained, referring to how a case is handled 


by the courts. 


A large portion of MADD’s court monitoring 


efforts take the form of writing letters to the district 
attorney, probation officers and even judges, 
demanding stiff sentences for convicted drunk 


drivers. 


Kruger admitted it’s ‘“‘an uphill battie” at times. 
“It is discouraging and hard to explain to a family 
that a man (convicted of drunk driving) did receive the 


schools and clubs. 


maximum sentence, and that still is not enough,” 
Kruger said. 
As a MADD member and volunteer, Kruger speaks

year may be reduced. Kruger brings that message to area high

For Jan Kruger, working with MADD was a way. of 
successfully dealing with a tragedy that struck her family.

Leo McCloskey may be called 
the ultimate wine scientist. 

Yet, the wine maker at Felton- 
Empire Winery in the Santa Cruz 
Mountains of California earned 
his first collegiate degree in 
microbiology (not enology, as do 
so many wine makers) and 
recently gained his doctorate in 
a field only marginally related to 
wine making: tannin research. 

Tannins are the anti-oxidant 
elements contained in grape 
skins and in wood (such as the 
oak barrels some wines are aged 
in) and thus there is tannin in all 
wine. But McCloskey’s degree 
was in the tannins that are found 
in all plant matter. 

The aim, McCloskey said, is to 
investigate these general 
tannins and see how they relate 
to wine tannins, and then to see 
how wine tannins relate to the 
aging and the development of 
wine. 

This frightfully technical 
discussion is typical of the type 

into which McCloskey gets.

But the question most people 
want to know is: Is Felton- 
Empire’s wine any good? 

My answer would be: 
Stylistically, yes, they are good 
wines, but it takes a certain 
understanding of them. Some 
are still experimental. 

Two of these experiments are 
making their way onto store 
shelves. They are Felton- 
Empire’s two 1981 Pinot Noirs, 
which represent an experiment 
in aging of red wine in wood. 

The two wines are identical in 
all respects except one: Haif of 
the lot was aged in French oak, 
and half of the wine was aged in 
American oak. The first is called 
Tonneaux Francaise (tonneaux is 
French for barrels) and sells for 
$11, and the other, Tonneaux 
Americain, $10. 

“The extra dollar is to cover 
the higher cost of the French 
barrels,” said McCloskey. 

The Robert Mondavi Winery 
was probably the first winery to 
do extensive experiments in 
wood aging, noting the 
difference between wines aged 
in French and American oak

barrels. Mondavi’s conclusion 
was that French oak offered a 
more complex aroma and taste; 
wine aged in American oak was 
more pinelike, sappy and simple. 

But the answers are not all in. 
Beaulieu Vineyards, which 
makes some of the finest 
Cabemet Sauvignons every year, 
has aged its Cabernet only in 
American oak, and no one says it 
lacks complexity. 

McCloskey’s experiment is 
another in the quest to 
determine the proper formula — 
if there is one — for aging fine 
Pinot Noir. And it succeeds if 
only because the wines show 
marked differences when judged 
side by side. 

If you plan to compare these 
experimental wines, decant 
them, then notice the aroma of 
the American oak-aged wine: it is 
grapier, simpler, with a less 
dense sort of aroma. The French 
oak-aged wine is slightly 
earthier, or perhaps one could 
say reminiscent of burt 
chocolate. It is more complex. 

The wines clearly will improve 
with bottie age, but even at this

if you decide to take up 
writing and/or photography 
seriously, seriously enough, that 
is, to try making a living from 
your creativity, chances are 
you'll go through a period where 
the memory of working a simple 
9-to-5 job will seem like along, 
lost vacation.

Following is acopy of a letter | 
received several years ago, from 
a company, that purports to 
provide assignments to free- 
lance photographers. I’ve 
changed some of the wording a 
bit to protect the guilty but you’ll 
get the idea and begin to 
question this type of approach 
that so often arrives at the 
doorstep of fledgling 
professionals. 

“Without any cost or 
obligation,” the letter begins, 
“we have registered you as one 
of our free-lance photographers 
(writers) available for potential 
assignments. 

“We provide assignments for 
career freelancers; or retired 
executives, editors or 
professional authorities who 
keep active as photographers 
(writers); or photographers 
(writers) currently employed but 
seeking extra revenue. We also 
provide assignments for 
photographers (writers) located 
in over 400 U.S. cities and towns 
and in 40 foreign countries, for 
local case histories, photo- 
reporting and research. 

“We constantly scout for 
photographers (writers) of 
outstanding competence for our 
assignments. These 
assignments originate from 
business and industrial 
companies, technological and 
scientific institutions, 
associations, publishers, 
advertising agencies, public 
relations concerns, motion 
picture and slide film producers, 
research organizations, 
government and other sources.

The news was delivered by my 
postman May 9 and the first city cancel was New York, N.Y., May 8! 

The copy for this column was due in the mail to the editor May 
9. By the time it appears in print all the cities listed for May and June 
will have long since waved goodbye to the turch. 

How the USPS can reasonably expect any collector reading 
philatelic columns in the lay press, or for that matter in the philatelic 
press, to pull off the miracle of securing these prized canceliations 
when we haven’t even heard of them is one big riddle. 

Anticipating that some of us might not hear of the canceliation 
in time — what a funny; change that to ‘“‘all of us” — the USPS is 
having 13-cent Olympic postal cards canceled in limited quantities at 
each city and is offering a complete set of 41 canceled postal cards 
for $5.33, plus 50 cents postage and handling, on a first-come, first- 
served basis while supplies last. Send orders to ‘“‘Olympic Torch 
Postal Cards Cancellations Set, Philatelic Sales Division, 
Washington, D.C. 20265-9997. Good luck. Hope some of you get the 
set. If you don’t, why not try a little yelling? At the postmaster 
general.

Q. We live in a Northern state. 
Our new neighbors from the 
South asked us about heartworm 
prevention in our dogs. 

We have never been 
concerned about heartworms! 
Should we put our dogs on 
preventive medication during the 
summer? 

A. Until recently heartworm 
disease in dogs was thought to 
be a problem only in the states 
with warm climates. However, in 
the past few years the disease 
has been identified in all parts of 
the United States and in Canada. 
This is probably due to the fact 
that dogs can carry heartworms 
for several years and due to the 
transient nature of our society. 
Heartworm disease may be a 
problem anywhere in the United 
States. 

Heartworms are transmitted 
from dog to dog by mosquitoes.

Whenever a mosquito bites any 
infected dog, it will likely take up 
blood containing the larval stage 
of the heartworm, the 
mircrofilariae. 


The microfilariae incubate in 
the mosquito for approximately 
two weeks, during which time 
they develop into the infective 
larvae. When the mosquito bites 
another dog, the infective larvae 
are passed into the second dog, 
infecting it. The infective larvae 
migrate through the tissues of 
the dog for about three months. 
They eventually reach the heart. 

In the heart, the larvae mature 
into adult worms. This takes 
approximately three months. 

The adult heartworms live in 
the right side of the heart and 
the large blood vessels adjacent 
to the heart. An adult heartworm 
may be 6 to 14 inches in length. 

Each adult female can 
produce up to 30,000 
microfilariae per day. The 
microfilariae are then released

Heartworms do their damage 


by obstructing the flow of blood. 
This may result in serious 


damage to the heart, lungs, liver — 


and kidneys. 

Signs of advanced cases 
include fatigue, chronic 
coughing, loss of weight, 
fainting, dull nair coat, 
discharges from the eyes and 
nose, and shortness of breath. 
The disease may lead to 
congestive heart failure and 
death. 

Diagnosis of heartworm 
disease in its early stages can 
usually be made by a simple 
blood examination. X-rays and 
other laboratory tests are usually 
required in advanced cases prior 
to treatment.

Most dogs can be 
successfully treated for 
heartworms if the disease is 
diagnosed early. Treatment 
involves intravenous injections 
or surgery to kill or remove the 
adult worms. 

After all the adult heartworms 
are eliminated, another drug 
must be given to rid the 


bloodstream of the microfilariae. 


The microfilariae are usually not 
susceptible to the initial drugs 
for the adults. 

Prevention of heartworm 
disease is possible. Small daily 
doses of a drug that keeps the 
infective larvae from developing 
into adults can be given. This 
must be done daily throughout 
the mosquito season, and 
continued for two months 
following the mosquito season.

In warm climates, the 
medication must be given 
throughout the entire year.

since this would serve no

hilip Bennett is gonna build a mountain. 
> He may add snow, melting and trickling 
through the cragged rocks. 

He’ll surely have some greenery, a forest or 
maybe a solitary old elm, gnarled and twisting 
with age. 

When he’s finished, he’ll put the mountain on 
a small shelf in the greenhouse in his backyard. 

Bennett is a master of “Saikei,” the Japanese 
art of miniature landscapes. 

The Rancho Cucamonga resident can create a 
forest primeval or a grove of trees small enough 
to fit on a coffee table or a window sill. 

These are not models but living landscapes 
with real elms and other trees. 

Bennett says his portable landscapes help

preserve the wonders of a world slowly being 
covered with concrete. 

“As we become more urbanized and there’s 
less space, people like the idea of being able to 
carry about a landscape,” says the 49-year-old 
Bennett. 

Saikei is an extension of the Japanese 
“Bonzai” artform whereby miniature trees are 
grown in pots. In Saikei, the trees are combined 
with rocks, small ceramic figurines and other 
items to create a nature scene. 

The Japanese are not content to simulate 
nature. These landscapes must recreate nature. 

Branches must grasp for the sun. The knotted 


roots of older trees must bulge through the earth. 


There must be spaces between the foliage for 





“the birds to fly through.” 

In short, the tendencies of nature must be 
copied thoroughly on a smaller scale. 

Rocks of various textures and colors are used 
to resemble snow-topped mountains, jagged 
hillsides and craggy formations. 

Bennett has cultivated landscapes 
reminiscent of mountains overlooking peaceful 
Japanese gardens, lonesome pines atop a 
boulder-strewn hill, mountains twisting 
ominously like a castles in a dark forest and trees 
bent by roaring winds. 

Bennett won't sell his landscapes, for only the 
creator can fully appreciate the creation. 

But he’ll teach anyone the art of Saikei. 
‘(Otherwise) you can go to a bonzai dealer, 
buy a bonzai, take it home and watch it die,” says 

Bennett. He will be teaching two courses this 
summer at his 10-acre home on Summit Avenue. 
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Bennett is hoping to find students with the 
me enthusiasm and appreciation that launched 

m into Saikei 10 years ago. 

‘A Covina high school biology teacher, 

nnett first became interested while attending a 
ikei exposition in La Canada. He took classes, 
ion some awards for his landscapes and 
entually became known in Southern California 
r his work. 

He picked up a paint brush along the way and 
udied watercolors from a Japanese master. 
nnett’s floral paintings are now sold at 
lleries in Los Angeles and San Juan 
apistrano. 

His paintings and plants are displayed yearly 
the Los Angeles and Orange county fairs.

“| like the sound of running water,” he says, 
dpening the greenhouse gate and walking briskly 
through the bees swarming around the miniature 
landscapes. 

“In Saikei, it is the response that counts. If it 
will evoke an emotion,” he explains. ‘The 
Japanese want your imagination to fill it in. 
Your’re supposed to take a walk with your eyes 
through the planting.” 

He points to a small forest of Catlin elms 
perched on a mountain side. 

“Look at this. You’ve seen (this scene) 
somewhere before, on vacation or while driving,” 

e assures a visitor.

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Former Upland cagers

There was a time when the 
combination of Kupferer and 
Kuchan meant great 
basketball for the Upland 
High School girls team.

Rory’s story: Valasek is 


still frustrated by incident

Frustration. 

That’s what Rory Valasek 
felt when a soccer official 
wouldn’t talk to him during 
the last crucial moments of a 
CIF playoff game. 

Four months later, he still 
feels frustration, both at the 
official and the CIF itself. 


“| did make a mistake, | 
admit that,” says Valasek. ‘‘l 
allowed the official’s 
incompetence to get to me. 
He totally let the game get 


out of control, and then he 
starts throwing red cards 
around.” 

The incident took place 
February 28 at Redlands High 
School, where the Braves 
were battling the host 
Terriers in the first round of 
the 3A playoffs. Trailing late 
in the match, Alta Loma’s Stu 
Valles was given a red card 
by the game official for not 
positioning himself as 
directed during a free-kick 
situation. 

With the red card comes 
automatic ejection. Valasek 


immediately argued the ref’s 
decision, insisting that Valles 
had done just as he had been 


told. 
“Il can’t understand it. He 


was just where the official 
told him to be, and he gets 
carded,” recalls Valasek with 
a grimace. ‘‘So | go over and 
ask him why. | never used any 
bad language. And he doesn’t 
say a word, just stands there 
with his hands behind his 
back. Not a word.” 

According to Valasek, he 
became so frustrated he 
shoved the official. That not

only collected Valasek a red 
card, it also brought the 
game to an end, about three 
minutes early. 

That led to a suspension 
from all athletic competition, 
imposed by Alta Loma 
principal Ray Rayburn after 
conferring with CIF officials 
on the matter. Valasek, a 
multi-sport letterman in his 
fourth and final year at ALHS, 
found himself banned from 


any and all sports for the 
remainder of the season. 


Later, a letter from a Rialto- 
area sports enthusiast (who 
had been at the game) forced 
Rayburn to reconsider his 
position. The letter insisted 
that, while Valasek had 
pushed the official, he’d been 
egged on by the Redlands

allowed the game to get out of 
control. 

After being re-instated by 
Rayburn, Valasek’s case went up 
before the CIF executive committee 
April 27, with CIF deciding whether 
it should hand down its own 
suspension. 

The decision allowed Valasek to 
finish out the year without any 
further probations. 

“It doesn't make much sense, 
does it?” asked the recent 
graduate. ‘I read in the Los Angeles 
Times where a baseball player from 
Notre Dame High School (Sherman 
Oaks) took a bat to a guy in a fight. 
All he got was a one-day 
suspension, and CIF let the matter 
drop. | push a guy and I'm fair 
game.” 

The other incident took place ina 
tournament game involving Notre 
Dame and Walnut. During a post- 
game brawl, the Walnut Goach and 
players allege that Tony Newkirk hit 
three different players with a bat, 
sending one to the hospital. 

Newkirk was suspended from 
play, by the school, for one day, but 
only at the insistence of the 
tournament's officials. The CIF 
later stated it did not take further 
steps because the schools had 
taken their own actions and it had 

not received any other compiaints. 

More than one person mentioned 
during the Alta Loma affair that 
Valasek appeared to have been the 
wrong guy in the right place, 
serving as a CIF example to other 
soccer players and school 

programs as what it would no long 
allow. 

Valasek agrees. 

“| understand they’re thinking of 
putting the entire Southern Section 
on probation, warning everyone that 
things have to improve,” says 
Valasek. “There are a lot of people 
at fault, but especially the officials. 
It seems that anyone who can come 
out Is allowed to officiate soccer. 
We just don't have enough top 
quality refs around. 

“There’s a big difference 
between playing good, aggressive 
soccer and being dirty. Soccer is a 
tough game. Anyone who knows 
soccer knows that,” he adds. “I 
don't think we play dirty out here, 
no more than anywhere else. But |! 
do think the officials out here allow 
things to get out of hand, especially 
this past year.” 

While he regained his playing 
eligibility and finished out the 
season on the varsity baseball 
team, Valasek did miss about half 
of the Braves’ regular season 
games. That, along with the soccer 
incident, may have cost him more 
than just a few points in his batting 
average. 

“Coaches and scouts have told 
me that they were looking at me, 
but when the soccer-thing came 
out, a lot didn’t want to mess with a 
player with a temper,” added 
Valasek. “Cail State L.A. offered me 
a scholarship to play soccer for 
them, but | don’t think so. 

“| never got anything from them 
(CIF),” he continued. “No 
apology...nothing. | don’t think CIF 
was ever really on my side.”
